Debates on the Extraordinary Supplies of the Army, concluded 
from our laft. 


Mr Fenkinjon was very ready, he faid, to give the Committee evety 
information in his power.relative, to the eftimates ; bat he could fpeak 
merely fo the army itfelf, and one or two contradts, whieh had been 
made with the Waf-Otlice ¢ of the other a4 in the eftimates, he 
could fay nothing, becaufe the eftimates, though laid on the table by 
the Secretary at War, were made up by other Boards and offices ; but 
as the Com ners of Public Accotats were néw employed upon the 
very fubjeét—the extrasidisiarigs of the army, he hoped that ‘their re- 
port would ¢nable Parliament'to make contiderable favings in future. 
He did not with to tranfgtefs the line of modefty, but ftillhe heped he 
might be permitted to take to himfelf the merit of having moft fcrupu- 
joufly adhered to a@conomy in his office. Th the laft war it began to be 
fufpeéted that very large fums of public money uled to remain in the 
hands of the army agents ; am enquiry was fet on foot, and. it was found 
that 110,009 1. were in the hands of the agents, of rmoney faved by de- 
duétions for ron effeétive men ; and that, befides this fum, about 20,000l. 
had been over paid to the agents. Of this money, 68,0001. had been 
brought to public account, the remainder having been fwallowed up it 
fees, &c. and that the only fam that had been faved by Mr Greuville, 
after the la(t war in the department of the War-Office, during the war, 
no more than 2,500h. had been faved by that minifter: He might 
therefore claim the merit to himfelf, who, duriag the prefent war, had 
faved feven, times as much as had been faved under the head of the ar- 
my, after conclufion of the laft war; for there had already been 
faved, from the votes of the army in the prefent war, upwards of 
450,000 |. He had made thofe favings by keeping in the Exchequer 
thofe fums which ufed formerly to lie in the hands of the agents; for 
he never iffued money byt for effectives ; and was. extremely faving in 
the article of fubfiftence. ; 

‘The contra for fuel for garrifons was one of thofe which had been 
made for the War-Office, "and for Gibraltar efpecially, was very high : 
He did not. mean to lay the leaft blame whatever on the Governor of 
Gibraltar; but he muft fay, that in one year he had drawn for fuel a- 
tone, to the amount of 27,0001. ‘The freight of this fuel, and the cir-

Colonel Barre réptated his annual objections to feveral parts of the 
eftimates; but particularly to the commiffariate, which now coft the na- 
tion near 1001. per day ; though in the lait war the whole annual ex- 
pence of the commiflariote did: not exceed 11250 |. he obterved, that -ad- 
ding the vote of credit (of the expenditure of which not the leaft account 
was given to the Committee) and fome other fums, the whole of the 
extraordinaries of the army would fall little fhort of five millions, which, 
added to the other extraordinaries of the other years of the war, would

Mr Ho/dfworth, and Sir P. F. Clerke, complained of the enormoes fums 
expended for oats for the army in America, which article, with freight, 
&c. coft the nation little lefS than a halfpenny for every three grains. 

General Burgoyne {poke alfo of Colonel Thompfon’s corps, the rai- 
fing of which he called a job, the. provitcial corps, arid the accoutre- 
ments, &c. fent out to them from England. 

Lord North faid, that as to the commiiJariote, the “Treafury, while 
he had the honour to prefide at it, had always endeavoured to: make 
it as ufeful, and at the fame time as litle burdenfome to the public 
as poffible, not more than 19 commiffaries had been appointed by the 
‘Treafury, and in their appeintment attention had always been paid to 
the recommendation of the Commander in Chief; for-the truth of this, 
he appealed to the latt-fpeaker, General Burgoyne, who noded affent..

there might be a very great faving under the head of horfes.

Mr Alderman Sawbridge, who faid he was glad to fee an Honourable 
Gentleman and a Noble Lord in their places, becaufe he wanted to 
have an explanation from them, relative to a.certain penfion, which 
had been granted to the Hon. Gentleman (Mr Robinfon) : He would 
be glad to know by what fervices the Hon. Gentleman had merited a 
penfion of roook per annum. If he had merited it, he didnot fee 
that he ftood im need of it ; for that Hon. Gentleman had _purchafed. 
a fuperb houfe in St James’s-fquare, and a moft elegant villa not far 
from the metropolis; he therefore could not fuppoie, that the pur- 
chafer could ftand’ in need of a penfion. He had heard Gentlemen 
fpeak of jobs; but this he deemed the moft iniquitous job he had ever 
heard of. i 

Lord North faid, that the penfion alluded to had certainly been 
granted ; a warrant for it had been iffued by his Majefty to the Trea-' 
fury, which he (Lotd North) had counterfigned. Mis Hon. friend to 
whom it had been granted, had: eavned it by very long and faithful 
fervices, ian office always attended with fatigue, but with much 
more during the time that his Hon. friend had filled it: ‘To him his 
Jabours appeared to be. meritorious, far above the reward that had 
been givett him.; and as a penfion of roool. per annum did not, after” 
all deduétions, bring-him in ne more than 6601. a year, Ke was con- 
vinced that no one would accept the office, if fo moderate a reward 
was not to be a condition previoully annexed to the acceptance; the 
cafe was not without precedent ; and:the penfion given to his “Hon 
ye was much fimaller than what’ had been given. to his prede- 
ceffors. 

Mr Robinjon felt himfelf greatly embarafled at being obliged to make 
himfelf the fubjeé&t of his ipeech ; but he hoped that an fach an occar 
fion the Committee wouldindulge him. The Honoprable Member who 
had ftarted the prefent fubjeét was miftaken in many things; he did 
not ftand as independent as he imagined. He had fold his paternal.e-* 
ftate in Cumberland for 23,000 Ll. and not having occafion to take up 
the money till it amounted to 25,0001. he then gave it to his daughter 
on her marriage. The houfe in St Jamgs’s {quare he had not purcha- 
fed; he had it oma leafe for 24 years, at 1501. per annum; on this 
houfe he had agreed to lay out 1200L. the bills for which he had not 
yet paid. The villa inthe country he had purchafed from.an Honour- 
able Member of that Houfe, for 12,5001. of which 7,5001. remains 
till unpaid. This was a true ftate of his affairs. He had fpent a great 
deal of his time in the fervice of the public; his fervices had been ac- 
ceptable to his Sovereign, who had been pleafedto reward him with 
the penfion in queftion.

- AM extremely forry to inform you, thar, with the opinion 
of the engineer, the commanding officer of the artillery, 
anid the reft-of the officers of the parrifon, I was under the 
painful neceflity to furrender the few remaining troops under 
my command at the poft of Brimftone Hill, by capitulation, on 
the 42th inftant, to the French troops commanded by the Mar- 
quis de Bouille. 

On the oth of January, 28 French hips of the line, with fe- 
veral frigates and tranfports, appeared off this ifland; on the 
11th they ftood in for tlie road of Baffeterre, and that evening 
landed 8000 troops, with @ formidable train of artillery. Find- 
ing the enemy’s force bore every appearance of being very fi- 
perior to the few troops I -had for the defence of this ifland, I 
judged it pradent to with@raw my out-polts ; and being joined 
by General Shirley, with ‘a. detachment of the militia of the 
ifland, from Baffererre, L took poft on Brimftone Hill on the 
1ith, ; nee 

On the 14th and tath the enemy compleatly invefted and 
blotkaded the garrifons: their right taking poft in the town of 
Sandy Point, and their left at Godwin’s Gat. © They imme- 
diately advanced their piquets within 500 yards of Brimftone 
Hill, to cut off our communication with the country ; and like- 
wife detached corps to Baffeterre and the town of Old Road; 
in fhort (Brimftone Hill excepted). the enemy were in full pof- 
feffion of the ifland, and in fuch a pofition as to prevent us e- 
very means of fuccour, .unlefs the Britifh fquadron thould be 
fuperior at fea. ‘ 

In this fituation FE, prepared to make the belt defence poffible. 
The ground we were on mult ‘be acknowledged to be very 
{trong by nature, and. againft an immediate attack by affault. 
I am confident we fhonld have proved invulnerable, but the 
fortifications were very old, and in @ ruinous ftate, and by no 
means equal to ftand the fire from fuch heavy batteries as .open- 
ed during the fiege.
